Another member of the Tres fam- 
ily has been reunited with those in 
Heaven. On Sunday evening, April 11, 
Mrs. Annie Slosson Trumbull Howard, 
wife of the President and Publisher, went

to be with the Lord. Of her it is espe- 
cially true that “to depart, and to be 
with Christ ... is far better.” For years 
she had been afflicted with arthritis, and 
in recent months had suffered con- 
tinually. But her mind and heart were 
stored with the precious promises of 
Scripture, and with many cheering bits 
of prose and poetry from Christian 
writers, and often visitors to her room 
were encouraged by her lovely smile, 
her keen interest in others, and her trust 
in her Heavenly Father. Her husband 
loves to remember the sweet smile with 
which she would greet him when she 
awoke in the morning, in spite of pain 
and wakeful hours in the night. She 
was taken to the Pennsylvania Hospital 
in Philadelphia, on April 2, and passed 
away quietly nine days later, in her 
seventy-second year. Mrs. Howard's as- 
sociation with Tue Sunpay ScHoo.t Toves 
had been most unusual, for she was one 
of the daughters of H. Clay Trumbull, 
Editor from 1875 to 1903; sister of Charles 
Gallaudet Trumbull, Editor from 1903 to 
1941; wife of the President, and mother 
of the present Editor. She and Dr. How- 
ard. celebrated their Golden Wedding 
Anniversary in October, 1941. Her go- 
ing is a great loss to her husband, her 
sisters, her four children and eight 


grandchildren, and her many friends; 
but she is beyond all suffering, and is 
now rejoicing with her other loved. ones 
in the presence of the Lord. She was 
born in Hartford in 1870, and her life 
was one long ministry of loving, unself- 
ish service for her family and others, 
and of testimony by life and word for 
her Lord. With her husband and three 
of her children she attended the World’s 
Sunday School Convention in Rome in 
1907; in 1922, with her husband, she 
traveled in England, Scotland, and Bel- 
gium, visiting the posts of the Belgian 
Gospel Mission; they traveled in Pales- 
tine and other Bible lands in 1927; and 
in 1934 took a trip to Alaska, visiting 
many missions. On all of these long 
journeys she made a host of new friends. 
A study of her life will be given in a 
later issue of the Trues. It is good to 
dwell now on these two verses which 
she quoted in her last conscious mo- 
ments: “Fear thou not; for I am with 
thee: bb not dismayed; for I am thy God: 
I will strengthen thee; yea, I will help 
thee; yea, I will uphold thee with the 
right hand of my righteousness.”

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Safety in the Midst of Danger

mal, rightful heritage of believers. 

And in all ages, from the earliest times 
down to the present, there are many 
witnesses of the absolute safety of God’s 
children in the presence of grave dan- 
gerg and among strong, crafty enemies. 
In the Psalms, which are vibrant with 
praise and songs of victory and deliv- 
erance, this truth stands out strongly, in 
perfect harmony with the experiences 
related by other writers in both the Old 
and New Testaments. 

The Ninety-first Psalm is a perfect 
armory of such invincible protection. 
The Psalm may be considered as in the 
form of a dialogue in which there seem 
to be three speakers. 

The first speaker seems to be an old 
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believer, who, by long experience, has 
come to dwell in the secret place of the 
Most High, and has learned the safety 
and sweetness of abiding under the 
shadow of the Almighty. In response to 
his confident testimony follows a sweet 
confession of faith: “I will say of the 
Lord, He is my refuge and my fortress: 
my God; in him will I trust.” This con- 


fession is perhaps from a young believer, , 


who has just made a decision, but has 
not yet experienced full deliverance from 
the awful power of sin. 

The older believer becomes Teacher, 
and speaks again, using a beautiful figure 
of a young bird caught in the snare of a 

,fowler. He encourages his disciple by 
speaking confidently: “Surely he shall 
deliver thee from the snare of the 
fowler.” He gives a glowing picture of 
being saved from sin: kept from “the 
noisome pestilence” of temptation, given 
a place in the comfortable nest, pressed 
against the bosom of God, covered with 
the feathers and protected by the strong 
wings of the Most High, and with His 
truth for a shield and buckler, the dis- 
ciple can abide in quiet confidence. The 
night of sin may still be dark with ter- 
ror; the air may yet be filled with the 
fowler’s arrows, the darkness may still 
be infested by the old temptations, but 
the disciple is safely shielded. He can 
see the reward of the wicked — yes, he 
can see the consequences of the sins in 
which he once took delight. Yet when 
he sees sin’s victims, we feel sure that 
it is not with a feeling of self-compla- 
cency, but rather with a sympathetic 
longing to rescue these enslaved ones 
from the snare of the fowler. 


The strong confidence of the Teacher 
expressed in such winsome words, brings 
the Disciple to a fuller understanding 
of the way of life, and a deeper knowl- 
edge of the love of God, and he makes 
another choice. He decides to make this 
God his home. He also will dwell “in 
the secret place of ‘the most High.” The 
Teacher meets this new crisis in the 
Disciple’s life by showing him the con- 
tinued safety as he goes on life’s journey, 
for go he must. It was never intended 
for the redeemed ones to live a secluded 
life. But if he goes on in the way of 
God’s choosing and not presumptuously 
seeking danger, he is just as safe along 
the rugged way as when he first found 
warmth and protection in the shelered 
nest. Still the Teacher does not lead 
the Disciple to expect a quiet walk along 
a pleasant road. On the other hand he 
speaks of plague and hurting stones, of 
lions and poisonous adders, of young 
lions, fierce and strong, and even deadly 
dragons along the way. Yet he assures 
the pilgrim that the plague shall not 
come nigh his dwelling and that power- 
ful angels shall lift him above the sharp 
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stones in the way; and that strength 
shall be given to tread unharmed upon 
the lion and the adder, and even to 
trample the young lion and the dragon 
under foot. So perfect safety is assured, 
not by safe surroundings, but rather by 
the Disciple’s attitude toward the Lord. 


The last speaker is the Most High Him- 
self. It seems that the Disciple is in 
trouble, and perhaps the Teacher has 
prayed for him, and this personal message 
is God’s answer. Is it not past under- 
standing that God, the almighty God, 
should prize and richly reward the love 
of a poor weak child of the dust? Yet, 
here it is written: “Because he hath set 
his love upon me, therefore will I deliver 
him: I will set him on high, because he 
hath known my name.” (As if anyone 
could add a single ray of glory to that 
wonderful Name!) “He shall call upon 
me, and I will answer him.” This is 
precious, but listen, “I will be with him 
in trouble.” The guardian angels could 
protect him when in danger, but now 
His child is in trouble and the angels 
are sent on another mission, while the 
Most High whispers reassuringly: “I 
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will be with him in trouble’; and -how 
many a troubled child of God has been 
saved by this gracious loving Presence! 
And there is more: “I will deliver him, 
and honour him.” No matter how dis- 
tressing the situation, how serious the 
trouble, how deep the wound, the Al- 
mighty can and will deliver the trusting 
child who walks in fellowship with Him. 
And surely it is high honor to know His 
Name. 


Though disease should attack his body, 
“With long life will I satisfy him, and 
shew him my salvation.” Who can num- 
ber the blessings that come through His 
salvation? “As it is written, Eye hath 
not seen, nor ear heard, neither have 
entered into the heart of man, the things 
which God hath ‘prepared for them that 
love him. But God hath revealed them 
unto us by his Spirit: for the Spirit 
searcheth all things, yea, the deep things 
of God” (1 Cor. 2:9, 10). Well may the 
Disciple sing: 

I leap for joy, pursue my way; 

And as a bounding hart, fly home: 


Through all eternity to prove 
Thy nature and Thy name is love.

Roman Catholic Celibacy 


Somewhere I have read that somewhere 
around the Middle Ages the Roman Cath- 
olic priests married. But because of the 
tremendous hold they had on the people 

. . their church ruled that only single 
men might be priests. . ... Will you please 
tell me what authority I can cite?—A Wis- 
consin reader. 

These are the facts. Marriage was 
allowed to the apostles in the early 
Church. Paul claimed for himself and 
his fellow apostles the “power to lead 
about ...a wife” (1 Cor. 9:5). He in- 
sisted that a bishop, or elder, of the 
church should be the husband of one 
wife (Titus 1:6). It was admitted ‘by 
the most learned theologians of the me- 
dieval church that celibacy was not ac- 
cording to apostolic rule. The best 
Roman Catholic scholarship of today 
confirms this. 


But a change gradually took place. 
Vows of virginity became more and more 
frequent. This may have been with the 
purpose of outdoing in presumed sanctity 
the asceticism of the many heretic sects. 
The Apostolic Canons of the fourth cen- 
tury introduced more severe regulations 
and the Synod of Elvira; A.D. 305, defi- 
nitely forbade marriage of clergy. 


This was the ecclesiastical law, but it 
was persistently broken for centuries. 
Priestly marriage lingered on in Eng- 
land and Germany to the end of the 
thirteenth century. Women who broke 
the church law were at times condemned 





to be scourged and even sold into slav- 
ery. It was the Council of Trent in 
the sixteenth century that finally made of 
sacerdotal celibacy practically an article 
of faith. 


The motive for this denial to priests 
of normal life was to capitalize for the 
church on the great increase of influence 
that would accrue to a strictly celibate 
body of clergy. Their life would be 
narrowed down to a single undiverted 
channel, 


Yet the Roman Church since the Ref- 
ormation has lost more than it has 
gained in this way. The children of 
the Protestant manse have been a power 
in the modern world; in Germany so 
much so that the Roman authorities 
there have organized the Albertus Mag- 
nus Verein to educate promising young 
people to counterbalance the sons and 
daughters of the Reformation clergy.

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Shall Protestant Missions to Latin America Cease? 
Why Roman Catholic-dominated lands need the Gospel 








well-known writer, and, inciden- 
tally, an Episcopalian, termed 
Protestant missions south of the Rio 
Grande “the work of pure destruction.” 
This statement appeared in an article 
by Erskine in the Catholic Digest from 
which Time magazine quoted in its issue 
of August 10, 1942. Time said that Ers- 
kine urged the abandonment of Protes- 
tant missions, and continued: 
“Catholic Digest in turn suggested that

such missionary activity ‘violates our. 


Good Neighbor policy’ and that the U. S. 
‘should cease to make divisions in South 
America.’ Last week the Christian Cen- 
tury, leading Protestant weekly, returned 
the salvo: “There are enough religiously 
indifferent people in South America to 
give Protestant missionaries an ample 
field for acentury. What if they do prose- 
lyte? So does the Roman Catholic 
Church.’ 

“This week the Catholic Digest was 
back in the battle with another article 
by. a Protestant, the New York Herald 
Tribuné’s veteran correspondent, John 
W. White. Said Newsman White, who 
likes to keep his categories separate: 
‘My interest in the problem is purely 
patriotic and political, not religious. If 
we are sincere in our desire to make the 
Western Hemisphere safe for democracy, 
we must have the real friendship of our 
South America neighbors. The first and 
most important step in winning that 
friendship would be to cal} home our 
missionaries.” 

These statements in well-known jour- 
nals, coupled with the recent action of 
the State Department in Washington 
with regard to the entrance of Protes- 
tant missionaries into Peru, leads us to 
the conviction that it is high time that 
evangelicals make themselves felt on this 
question. Peru has refused to let any 
Protestant missionaries from the States 
enter Peru. This action is directly con- 
trary to Peruvian law, and has been 
taken by way of direct discrimination 
against missionaries from the U.S.A., for 
missionaries from other countries are be- 
ing allowed to enter. When the Embassy 
in Lima wrote to the State Department 
recently asking for permission to protest 
such clear-cut discrimination . against 
American citizens, the State Department 
flatly refused permission to make such 
a protest before the Peruvian authorities. 

This means that the Government offi- 
cials in Washington share the viewpoint 
of the Modernist ecclesiastics and the 
public in general,—that Roman Cath- 
olics are Christians, that they have their 


The “good neighbor” policy of the 
United States of America toward the 
republics of Mexico, Central and 
South America has been kept much 
in the public eye in recent months. 
The Roman Catholic Church, ever 
alert to take advantage of political 
situations to further her own ends, 
is using this good neighbor policy as 
a lever in an effort to pry loose Prot- 
estant missions in Latin American 
lands, where, for hundreds of years, 
Rome has held almost unchallenged 
sway. But is our good neighbor atti- 
tude best demonstrated by withdraw- 
ing Protestant missions and leaving 
Latin American lands to the stifling 
exploitation and domination of Rome, 
or by carrying to their peoples an 
open Bible and the saving Gospel of 
the Lord Jesus Christ, which, in such 
a large measure, have been respon- 
sible for the freedom and prosperity 
and free education enjoyed in our 
own land? An irrefutable answer to 
this vital question is given in this 
clear analysis of Rome’s four hun- 
dred year record in Latin America. 
It comes from the pen of an evangel- 
ical missionary, whose firsthand con- 
tacts with Romanism’s paralyzing 
and soul-destroying influence in 
Latin America enables him to speak 
with authority. 








own interpretation of the Bible, and their 
own culture,—why should we then 
thrust upon them our way of thinking? 
Now the real danger is that even some 
truly evangelical Bible-believing Chris- 
tians are thinking likewise. We there- 
fore deem it timely and wise to present 
the following material. First of all, let 
us consider the question: 


Do Roman CatTuo.ics NEED THE GosPEL? 


Dr. Juan Orts Gonsales, at one time 
a Franciscan friar, in his work, “Do Ro- 
man Catholics Need the Gospel?” has 
the following to say: 

“Some Christians answer the question 
‘Do Roman Catholics Need the Gospel?’ 
in the negative. They say the Roman 
Catholic Church is the oldest, the largest, 
and the most important of the Christian 
churches. Roman Catholics are baptized 
in the name of the Father, the Son, and 
the Holy Ghost. They have churches 
and regular services. They have plenty 
of preachers and preaching. Therefore, 
they do not need the Gospel. But, for 
everyone well acquainted with the Ro- 
man Catholic religious worship, the an- 


swer must be given decidedly in the 
affirmative. I believe that a man, such 
as I am, who has been raised among 
Roman Catholics, who for years taught 
Roman Catholic theology and preached 
Roman Catholic dogmas as a priest, a 
friar, and an apostolic missionary, who 
has confessed, by thousands, members of 
the Roman Catholic Church belonging 
to the low, the middle, and the high 
classes of society; who has been also 
the spiritual guide of hundreds; yea, 
even thousands of priests, friars, and 
nuns,—such a man, I repeat, ought to 
know something about the Roman Cath- 
olic conscience and its needs. And be- 
cause I know so thoroughly the inner 
and the universal position of Roman 
Catholic people, I am compelled to de- 
clare that they need the Gospel. Does 
the Roman Catholic system give to 
Christ the importance that the Bible 
does? Does the Roman Church consider 
Christ as the basis and center of Chris- 
tianity and Christian life, and therefore, 
give to Him the first place in her 
prayers, in her churches, and in her offi- 
cial acts? Do faith and trust and love 
to Christ constitute the leading thought 
of the religion and worship of Roman 
Catholics? Not at all. On the contrary, 
outside as well as within the Church, in 
private, as well as in public worship, 
Christ is either disregarded entirely, or 
at least, put in a secondary place. 

“Have Roman Catholics the Bible? 
Yes. They believe that the Bible is the 
Word of God, but at the same time they 
believe that the true, sound, and correct 
meaning of the Bible is given only to 
the Church and not to the common peo- 
ple. The rule of faith and conduct ac- 
cording to Roman Catholic theology. is 
the teachings of the Church, not the 
teachings of the Bible. A Roman Cath- 
olic who will admit the Bible as the 
immediate rule of faith and conduct will 
be excommunicated, since he is already 
a heretic.” 


How Can WE JupceE ROMANISM? 


The Bible gives us two methods of 
trying any system of religion. The first is 
given us by the Lord Jesus Himself when 
He said: “Beware of false prophets, 
which'come to you in sheep’s clothing, 
but inwardly they are ravening wolves. 
Ye shall know them by their fruits. Do 
men gather grapes of thorns, or figs of 
thistles? Even so every good tree bring- 
eth forth good fruit; but a corrupt tree 
bringeth forth evil fruit” (Matt. 7: 15-17). 

The second method for judging any

rwaHE Late Fletcher Dobyns.—Great 
movements are usually associated 
with great books. The greatest of 
books, the New Testament, appeared 
with the organization of the Christian 
Church; the book of the Reformation 
was Calvin’s “Institutes”; of the Amer- 
ican anti-slavery movement, Mrs. Stowe’s 
novel. So, too, back of the French Revo- 
lution was Rousseau’s “Contrat Social,” 
back of the Russian Revolution Marx’s 
“Capital,” back of Naziism, Hitler’s 
“Mein Kampf.” 

The great book of the American dry 
movement is “The Amazing Story of Re- 
peal,” by Fletcher Dobyns,. who passed 
away in December. This book will make 
history, for around it will crystallize 
a new, and, we trust, a victorious Pro- 
hibition movement. The Daily News of 
Chicago called it the book of 1942. It 
was the fruit of long years of painstak- 
ing research, heedless of health, time, 
and strength, of personal outlay never 
to be repaid, of revision on revision. Mr. 
Dobyns was varsity stroke oar at Harvard, 
crack debater with Yale and Princeton, 
brilliant lawyer in Chicago, friend of 
Theodore Roosevelt, author of legal 
works. As a young man he organized 
college Prohibition clubs in 146 colleges, 
spending a-whole year in this self-deny- 
ing work and “burning up enough energy 
that year for five ordinary years.” His 
compensation was $50! 


Drink and the Army.—General Giraud 
has written a 17,000-word memorandum 
on the causes of the fall of France. 
Among these he gives drink a high place. 
“The corner saloon is king of all. The 
forty-hour week did not bring in any- 
thing more to the mother of the family 
because the breadwinner spent in two 
days twice as much as in one. The only 
result was that the drink sellers pros- 
pered.” 

Then he speaks of the effect of drink 
on the Army. “Th a race formerly solid, 
rustic, tough against fatigue, but where 
alcohol and syphilis had opened sup- 
purating wounds, the skeleton shrank, 
the tissue became lax, the resistance 
disappeared. Neither from the point of 
view of endurance nor of training was 
the soldier of 1940 equal to that of 1914. 
Very limited ability in marching, even 
less capacity for work, insurmountable 
need of sleep —these were the charac- 
teristics of the soldier of 1940.” 

Now this fatal change came within 
26 years! 

There is surely in all this a lesson for 
the American Government, and it is 


good to learn that General G. C. Mar- 
shall, Chief of Staff, has at last banned 
hard liquors from all military estab- 
lishments. So much has the pressure of 
public opinion accomplished. But the 
anti-canteen law of 190i remains unen- 
forced as far as beer is concerned, and 


“beer is the major nuisance and not “a 


positive factor in army sobriety” as the 
Office of War Information asserts, 

Senator O’Daniel of Texas presented 
a petition with 273,000 signatures for the 
banishment of all drink from Army cen- 
ters and hundreds of thousands of other 
names have been sent in. The Lee rider 
on the draft bill would have done this, 
but it failed to pass. 


In Haiti—There is a little Bible In- 
stitute in Haiti with 75 young people 
enrolled. Francois, one of these students, 
was twenty-seven and illiterate when he 
came three years ago. School work was 
hard for him, but, when placed in charge 
of a large district called Aux Anglais, 
in five months he brought more than 400 
to Christ. 

Volné Joseph, who now has over a 
thousand Christians under his care, was 
also illiterate when he came to the Bible 
school four years ago. His field is rough 
and mountainous, so that all his jour- 
neyings are on foot. He has eight 
workers under him, and pastors a large 
church himself. 

Miss Anhorn describes a convention of 
believers as follows: “What would be 
your reaction if you saw a sea of eight 
or nine hundred black faces at an early 
morning prayer meeting, eager to meet 
and fellowship with Him who has 
turned them from darkness to His mar- 
velous light? Some of these men and 
women walked as much as ninety miles 
to attend our last convention. One 
woman walked this same distance with 
a pack of oranges on her head... . Two 
of our missionaries visited a district 
where there is no pastor. The news of 
their coming spread like wildfire, and in 
a little while all the Christians of the 
district gathered to hear God’s Word. 
Services were held that afternoon and 
evening, but the Christians, still unsat- 
isfied, stayed all night. and asked to have 
another meeting next morning.” 


The Indians of Latin America, ex- 
ploited, untaught, impoverished, are at 
last receiving the attention of the Chris- 
tian church on an increasingly syste- 
matic scale. Translation of Scripture in 
Mexican Indian dialects is proceeding 
rapidly. Mr. Newbury Cox tells of sim- 


ilar work in Guatemala. Here there are 
1,800,000 Indians speaking many dialects. 
That of the Conob Indians is character- 
ized as “reasonable, rich, and beautiful.” 
A fine Indian Christian, trained by the 
mission in translating, has already fin- 
ished more than half the New Testa- 
ment. “When going over the nineteenth 
chapter of John with a group of Chris- 
tians—there are already 500 such— 
one dear old believer exclaimed rever- 
ently, ‘Oh, how He did suffer!’ It had 
never come home to him before. When 
reading the proof Mateo looked up re- 
peatedly to exclaim, ‘Oh, how good it 
is to read it as clearly as this!’” 

John Ritchie works among the Que- 
chua Indians of Peru. He also colports 
among the people in general for the 
American Bible Society. “Surprisingly 
successful,” is his report of a recent cam- 
paign. The Bible coach stopped at every 
house, road camp, farm, and mine along 
the way. People were found who had 
attended evangelical services and were 
even communicant members. Thus in 
one place in the jungle country they 
ran across five different families, ‘all 
keenly evangelical but not knowing each 
other. Contact was made with village 
schoolmasters, and preaching testimony 
was given to crowds from the back of 
the coach. In one place they ran across 
a ranch with 45,000 sheep, the manager 
being a kindly Scot. On appointed days 
the shepherds came to report on their 
flocks and receive wages. “It was on 
such a day that the Bible coach arrived, 
and these: lonely shepherds, who live in 
the great silence, heard the Gospel mes- 
sage and took away the printed Word, 
back to their families.” 


Professor C. C. Torrey of Yale be- 
lieves the Gospels were written far 
earlier than is commonly agreed by 
scholars. In 1934 he challenged New 
Testament specialists to name even one 
passage in any of the four Gospels which 
gave clear evidence of a date later than 
A.D. 50, or of origin outside of Palestine. 
His challenge has not been met, and he 
insists that it cannot be. 

Dr. Torrey is perhaps the leading 
American scholar in this field. He puts 
the phrases “historical criticism” and “‘as- 
sured results” in repudiating quotation 
marks, and speaks of the “bankruptcy” 
of modern criticism of the Gospels as 
“a term not too strong.” This criticism 


is “chaotic,” its theories “increasingly 
complicated and arbitrary,” its scientific 
groping “on an unscientific basis.” 

All this’you can find in his “Docu- 
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ments of the Primitive Church,” pub- 
lished in 1941 by Harpers. 

An earlier Yale professor, Charles F. 
Kent, who was popularizer rather than 
scholar, used to tell us that the Lord’s 
last discourse on the Mt. of Olives was 
an interpolation, “a little apocalypse,” 
put into the Gospel after the fall of 
Jerusalem which it had predicted. In 
this he simply followed Colani and other 
critics. Torrey calls this “a phantom 
of uncritical dogma.” 

He believes that the followers of Jesus 
would have wanted to give to the Jews, 
with the least possible delay, ‘written evi- 
dence showing that Jesus was the Mes- 
siah, proofs of supernatural power and 
of the fulfillment of Messianic Scriptures. 
(The people knew from Isaiah 9 that the 
coming Messiah was to be the Son of 
God.) To suggest that they would have 
waited from forty to eighty years to 
do this is “to the last degree absurd.” 

The Revelation he dates at A.D. 68, 
and assails the “blundering critical tech- 
nique” which would split up “this amaz- 
ingly interesting and skillfully con- 
structed book” into “a rubbish heap” of 
documents. 

For the argument on which these con- 
clusions are based one must turn to the 
book itself. He seems to have proved 
that the Gospels were originally writ- 
ten in Aramaic and, before A.D. 50, were 
tolerated in the Jewish community as 
quasi Scriptures by Jews who were not 
Christians. For Prof. G. F. Moore had 
discovered in the Talmud that Rabbi Ben 
Zakkai finally decided, in the middle of 
the first century, that “the Gospels and 
the book of Ben Sira are not sacred,” 
that is, canonical Scripture. Two things 
follow. They were written early (Mark, 
about A.D. 40,\seven years after the Cru- 
cifixion); and written not in Greek, for 
a Greek version would never have been 
acceptable to Jewry as a possibly in- 
spired document. 


The First Presbytery of the Presbyte- 
rian Church in Ireland was formed June 
10, 1642, by the five chaplains of five 
Scottish regiments then stationed in 
Ulster. The 300th anniversary of this 
event was celebrated in Carrick-fergus, 
where it took place. This eldest daugh- 
ter of the Church of Scotland was for 
150 years the object of constant persecu- 
tion by the Anglican State Church. 
Presbyterians were excluded from all 
positions under the crown, boycotted, 
and ostracized socially. “All over the 
land,” said Prof. Marshall at the com- 
memoration exercises, “they were haled 
before the bishops’ courts for taking part 
in Presbyterian worship or communion; 
their preachers were jailed and fined; 
some of their humble meeting-places 
closed; their children branded as illegiti- 
mate.” 

Persecuted Presbyterians streamed by 
thousands across the Atlantic and settled 
in Western Pennsylvania and the Appa- 
lachian area génerally. They were the 
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backbone of the Army of Independence 
in 1776-83. Yet, in spite of this deple- 
tion, the Irish Presbyterian Church has 
constantly grown. The single Presbytery 
of 1642 has advanced to 33; the five min- 
isters have become 580; the four elders, 
3,284; the number of congregations, 558; 
and the number of families, 99,151. 

The present church that traces its origin 
back to the Presbyterian refugees of the 
17th and 18th century is now being asked 
to join its ancient opponent iin a united 
church, One would not object seriously 
if the terms of union did not hinge on 
the old, superstitious, un-historical, and 
un-Scriptural doctrine of apostolic suc- 
cession. This doctrine is not only an af- 
front to the Spirit of God who moveth 
where He listeth; its acceptance would 
imply the surrender of great traditions 
of Presbyterianism for which the fathers 
of Scotland loved not their lives unto 
death. 


The Ten Tribes were carried away into 
captivity to Halah and Habor, “by the 
river of Gozan,” and to the cities of the 
Medes (2 Kings 17:6) in northern Meso- 
potamia. Dr. Jack in the December Ez- 
pository Times tells us that a number of 
tablets consisting of letters and contracts 
found in just this region and dating 
about a century after the exile of the 
Jews from Samaria, contain names that 
are obviously Hebraic and which occur 
in the Old Testament. He gives both 
the originals and their translations into 
English. The latter make significant and 
even touching reading. Thus: “Jehovah 
Hath Sworn, Jehovah Favors, Whom 
God Blesses, God is Gracious, God Estab- 
lisheth, The Consoler, Jehovah Is My 
Light, Jehovah Hath Redeemed, The 
Lord Hath Opened My Eyes, God Is My 
Refuge, God Hath Healed, The Exalted 
One, He Hath Saved.” So did Israel, 
even in captivity, preserve and hand 
down its worshipful and God-honoring 
names. 


Mr. Ambedkar and the Outcastes.— 
The mass movements to Christianity in 
India are chiefly among the “untouch- 
ables,” disinherited and oppressed folk. 
The champion of these people is Dr. Am- 
bedkar, himself risen from the outcastes, 
now a lawyer trained in London and at 
Columbia University, New York. He is 
a man with Christian sympathies who 
vehemently renounces Hinduism and 
urges his people to renounce it. 

Outcastes are not allowed to own land. 
Dr. Ambedkar offers this solution for 
their difficult situation: 

“All these scattered settlements of un- 
touchables. should be removed and re- 
grouped into villages of their own. 
There is a lot of free land in India that 
can be cultivated. The Government 
should provide the money and in twenty 
years the change could be made. We 
want to be free people in our own vil- 
lages, to escape from perpetual slavery 
to the Hindus.” 
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If such a program were carried out it 
would not only weaken or destroy all 
attachment to Hinduism and greatly 
facilitate the evangelization of these ped- 
ple; it would also help in the upbuilding 
of their Christian character and in de- 
veloping strong Christian communities. 


From Kenya Colony writes Miss Mar- 
garet Moody of a women’s convention 
with more than two hundred in attend- 
ance, — each with a baby or two! It was 
the first time in Kikuyu history that 
men had allowed their wives to go off 
for a few days, themselves caring for 
the household. Also the first time Ki- 
kuyan women had given prepared public 


messages. They were so ignorant and. 


inarticulate that the native evangelists 
prophesied a breakdown of the program. 
Yet they proved to be sensible, earnest 
witnesses of the grace of God. There 
were brokenhearted gonfessions of sin, 
requests for prayer, praise for blessings. 
They wanted to stay all night, but finally 
broke up at midnight. 

Njambu began her message by reading 
Ephesians 6, insisting that the weapons 
of war were meant for women as well 
as men. The breastplate of righteous- 
ness was to be held out in front to cover 
the babe clinging to his mother’s breast; 
the shield of faith to protect the little 
one strapped to her shoulders, or the 
toddler trudging along at her side. “O 
Christian mothers! Stop letting your 
children be taken captive by evil spirits ! 
Put on the armor of God! Ask Him to 
guard them. He will!” 

Her father had beaten her when she 
accepted Christ. Her husband threat- 
ened to kill her and force her children 
to go through the devilish ceremonies 
and mutilations of the witch doctors. She 
fled with her children. “I put two on 
my back with a bag of cooked sweet 
potatoes, because no mother wants her 
children to go hungry on a journey. I 
took the third child by the hand. . It wag 
a terrible journey.” Later she appealed 
to the white officer of the district. 

“All my father’s family and my 
owner’s family were on one side. On 
the other side I stood alone— with my 
Christ. They told how I had been bought 
with twenty goats, two fat cows, and 
three barrels of beer. I told how I had 
been bought with the precious blood of 
Jesus Christ and belonged to Him. I 
was set free. Since then Christ has sup- 
plied every need. Do you hear? Every 
need! Then I slept on sacks; now I 
have blankets. Then we were naked; 
now we have clothes. Then my children 
were sickly and frightened and hungry; 
now they are happy and healthy. They 
are going to school and read to me God’s 
Word. Then I never handled a cent; 
now I handle shillings. How do I get 
them? The Lord showed me how! ‘I 
dig clay and make pots and sell them 
in the market. We grow all the food 
we eat. My husband came with two 
shillings one day and gave them to his 
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little boy. The child gave them back, 
telling him that we needed nothing. Pray 
for that sinful man; and all you who are 
unequally joined to unbelievers, hold on 
to Jesus Christ. He can soften the hard- 
est heart.” 


Widespread openings for the Gospel 
in China are pictured by Bishop Frank 
Houghton in World Dominion. “Never 
have they been so great!” All military 
hospitals are open to evangelism, also 
many Government schools. In the hostel 
of one Government high school every 
boy possesses a Bible. Some are read- 
ing the Scriptures in English, particu- 
larly Weymouth’s New Testament. Many 
more have purchased Bibles in Chinese. 
Chiang Kai-shek’s example has been 
very influential. “I have begun to read 
this Book,” said one of the Big Five in 
the Chinese Government to the Rev. 
Marcus Cheng, “mainly because I know 
the Generalissimo reads it. But I do not 
profess to understand it. Tell me where 
to begin.” So Mr. Cheng opened to 
Romans 3:23, “All have sinned and come 
short of the glory of God.” Another 
general, an agnostic, greatly impressed 
by the fact that so many sane and rea- 
onable men in the Government believed 
in Christ, asked Mr. Yin to tell him 
something about this religion. There 
were ten Chinese Christians present at 
the dinner table, and Mr. Yin related 
one by one their Christian experience. 

General C. listened with growing in- 
terest and astonishment, and finally 
banged his fist on the table, exclaiming, 
“Why you are talking as if this were 
all true.” “True,” they said, “of course 
it’s true; we have proved it for our- 
selves, and so may you if you receive 
this: same Jesus as Saviour.” General C. 
is now a definite Christian. 

The American who is responsible for 
the news releases in English at the Min- 
istry of Information, Chungking, reports 
that of the hundred officials in the office 
sixty are professing Christians. Bishop 
Houghton adds that Dr. Mei, National 
Commissioner of Health, himself a phy- 
sician, remarked to him that he was 
revelling in the two-volumed “Life of 
Hudson Taylor.” 

And the influence of humble Chris- 
tians can be no less potent than that of 
higher-ups. After the fall of Hankow 
thousands of Chinese wounded were 
brought up the river to Wanhsien. The 
Chinese church built a receiving hut, 
and whenever a steamer came, boarded 
it and carried the wounded to their hut, 
where they gave them tea, bathed their 
wounds, and arranged for their trans- 
port to military hospitals. Many of these 
wounded had had no attention for a 
week or more, and were lying on the 





decks of the steamers in their blood 
and filth, stinking and verminous. 


A lovely story is told by Mrs. R. J. 
Richardson, a missionary refugee from 
China. When traveling with two little 
children she was examined by a Jap- 
anese soldier whose rude handling of 
her person provoked her protest. This 
was answered by a hard slap on her 
face, which stunned her mentally and 
physically. She was finally released and 
got into her ricksha and drove off. 

“As we passed through a little lane 
and seeing nobody in sight, I gave vent 
to my feelings and began to sob. I could 
not help it. When the ricksha coolie 
heard me crying, he turned around and 
said, ‘Don’t cry, lady. Blessed are those 
that are persecuted for righteousness’ 
sake.’ This humble servant of the Lord, 
a perfect stranger to me, was being used 
of the Lord to bring to me a message of 
comfort and to give me a thought that 
would overcome all feeling of resent- 
ment.” 


A Black Saint.—In Old Calabar in 
Nigeria there was, in the last generation, 
a cave deep in the forest devoted to the 
worship of Chuku iri the Long Juju, a 
hideous place of witchcraft and skulls 
and death, a place of heathen sacrifice, 
of blackmail, of unjust judgment in tri- 
bal rule. It was also a feeder of the 
slave market, and the British Govern- 
ment felt it necessary break it up 
and to emancipate the countryside from 
its operations. Its leaders were at first 
imprisoned, and in 1906 the Rev. J. Ran- 
kine, a Presbyterian missionary, made it 
his duty to go thither and preach the 
Gospel to these unpromising old rascais 
and Voodoo men. He instructed them 
carefully, and the upshot was the bap- 
tism of four of them, in 1910, all big 
chiefs. Soon after the chief priest of 
the Long Juju followed them into the 
new life. 

Thirty years passed. One by one these 
men served their generation and fell on 
sleep, and now the last one has gone on, 
too, Chief Oji Ene. He was a lovable 
soul, Mrs. Arnot tells us in Life and 
Work, courteous and dignified and val- 
iant in the work of the church. Where 
once he went on slave forays he later 
evangelized, being out in the jungle 
weeks at a time. This once-feared chief 
was now beaten, abused, and chased out, 
and took it cheerfully. In all the dis- 
tricts he evangelized are now churches 
and schools. For the Christians in his 
home town, Aro, mud churches at first 
sufficed until one was built of cement 
blocks which cost £1.400, every penny of 
which was in hand before the first stone 
was laid. 
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“In the Aro church,” continues Mrs. 
Arnot, “it is a custom to give a Thanks- 
giving offering on any special occasion. 
Oji loved to’ stand and receive these. 
One day to our amazement he handed 
a man back the coin he had given. ‘No! 
friend,’ he said, ‘I saw you in the market 


selling your yams to great profit, and if | 


threepence is the amount of your th 

the less you say about it the better.’ 
Without a word the man meekly took 
his coin, and the next Sunday brought 
a worthy offering. It was Oji Ene, too, 
who on Sunday pounced on a half-penny 
in the plate. ‘Who?’ he said, ‘Who dares 
to give to God the smallest coin he can 
find?’ It lay unclaimed for weeks. 


“He loved to preach. His favorite ser- 
mon—never repeated too often— was 
on the Flood and the Ark. He held the 
congregation in a spell as he told of the 
rain. The story became realistic and 
when the water began to creep up we 
all shivered. Women drew their chil- 
dren nearer, and as the water rose higher 
the congregation instinctively drew its 
garments closer and curled up its legs 
and listened wide-eyed. He made it a 
local affair. The water began to cover 
one town, and the folks there. clutched 
their children and household goods and 
fled to the higher towns without avail. 
Then he pointed to the Ark riding in 
safety. ‘Why did you refuse to enter?’ 


“He loved little children, and always 
had a few with him. His funeral will 
not be soon forgotten; no wailing, no 
dancing women, no feasting, no beating 
of tom-toms, no tethered slaves, — only 
the solemn orderly procession, two by 
two, and soft music for the old Christian 
being laid to rest—alive forevermore.” 


Brief Notes 


The Mediator, a Christian magazine 
for Jews, is now going into nearly 25,000 
individual homes in many parts of the 
country. It represents the testimony of 
the United Lutheran Church of America 
to Israel. It is published by Henry Ein- 
spruch, missionary of the Salem Hebrew 
Lutheran Mission of Baltimore. 


Mr. Dan E. L. Patch is president of the 
Michigan Association of Chiefs of Police 
and author of best-selling Christian 
stories, among them “Past Finding Out,” 
of which more than 8,000 copies were 
sold the first year. At present he is 
head of the police force of Ypsilanti, 
where the Ford Willow Run Plant is lo- 
cated.

system of religion is given in 1 John 4:1: 
“Beloved, believe not every spirit, but 
try the spirits whether they are of God: 
because many false prophets are gone 
out into the world.” The context fol- 
lowing clearly shows that this trial is 
on the basis of doctrine. Our two Scrip- 
tural methods, then, for judging Roman- 
ism are by their fruits, and their doc- 
trine. 


ARE THE Fruits of ROMANISM CHRISTIAN? 


The Roman Catholic Church has for 
the last 400 years had an almost uninter- 
rupted opportunity to foist its beliefs, 
practices, and system of religion on Latin 
America. .What are the fruits? If Ro- 
manism has produced fruit unto right- 
eousness, I say let it alone; but if its 
fruits, after 400 years, be corrupt, then 
it is high time true, evangelical Protes- 
tants did everything possible to remedy 
the situation. 

A typical example of the fruits of Ro- 
man Catholic teaching and practice may 
be had in the city in which the writer 
has had residence for approximately four 
years. This city is known throughout 
Peru as one of the most fanatical and 
religious cities of all the b actenae For 
approximately 20,000 inhabitants, it 
boasts of thirty-odd Catholic churches and 
chapels, three monasteries and convents, 
a seminary for the training of priests, a 
church-controlled printing press, and the 
seat of a bishopric. Present conditions 
cannot be said to be the result of influ- 
ence from the modern outside world, for 
the city in question is far removed from 
modern customs, influence, and contact 
with the outside world. It is just about 
as isolated as any city in the modern 
world can be. For four centuries Ro- 
manism has had unchallenged domina- 
tion of the populace. What is the result? 


Tue Sociat ConDITION 


It. is almost impossible to find words 
to describe the social conditions here. 
In the upper classes, marriage is deemed 
advisable; but in every family of the 
upper social classes there are legitimate 
and. “natural” children. In the working 
cl and among the lower classes, 
marriage is almost never practiced be- 
cause it is so costly in the Roman Church, 
and civil marriage is taught to be in- 
sufficient by the Church. Concubinage, 
adultery, illegitimacy, and promiscuity 
are not only tolerated, but are rather 
considered as the expected state of af- 
fairs. _How far this may be attributed 
to the system of Roman Catholic con- 
fessionals is clearly shown in the work 
by the ex-priest, the Rev. Carlos Pascual 
Telesforo Chiniquy, “The Priest, The 
Woman and the Confessional.” Lying, 
stealing; and poverty are the hand- 
maidens of ignorance, superstition, filth, 
and social disease. These then are the 
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social fruits of four hundred years of 
Romanism in a city which is-known as 
the “holy city” of Peru, and which is 
only too typical of all lands south of 
the Rio Grande. “By their fruits ye 
shall know them.” 


Tue Po.iticaAL ConpDITION 


The political life of Latin America 
directly reflects its moral and religious 
conditions. Roman Catholic institutions 
can never and will never produce true 
democratic institutions. Latin govern- 
ments have always been dictatorships, 
and always will be as long as they are 
trained under a system of religion and 
education that is ruled by the Papacy, 
—the most closely organized dictatorship 
this world has ever seen! A system of 
religion that makes light of sin is sure 
to have its result in the political system. 
A religion that gives absolution in re- 
turn for the payment of money, or for 
the vain repetition of meaningless 
prayers, must naturally affect the moral 
nature of the political regimes under its 
instruction. Public officials throughout 
the countries south of the Rio Grande 
seek office only for the graft that may 
be had from such a position. Bribery, 
graft, and intrigue are the rule of the 
day. Only rarely does one find an in- 
dividual in a public position who is in- 
terested in the well-being of the whole 
society or the common people. Only just 
recently there was an upset in the local 
government here because one of the Min- 
isters of the National Government was 
selling all of the rice in the country to 
outsiders for exorbitant profits and was 
leaving the country to starve! Munici- 
pal councils, when they meet, meet only 
to make accusations one against another 
and to seek personal influence and pres- 
tige. “By their fruits ye shall know 
them.”

We are having an attend test in the 
Sunday schools of our city, and would like 
some suggestions as to suitable awards to be 
given not only to the school with the highest 
percentage of gain, but also to the individual 
class within the school.—J. T. 


HERE a group of Sunday schools 
conduct a contest, we know of no 
better award than a suitable banner ‘to 
be presented with appropriate ceremony 
to the successful school. Such a banner 
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should be conspicuously displayed for 
as long a time as that school is able to 
maintain its lead. For the individual 
class that shows the largest accomplish- 
ments, ribboh badges can be prepared 
for each pupil. These emblems would 
bear the name of the Sunday school, 
possibly the name of the class, as well 
as the words, “Honor Class.” These 
could be publicly awarded at the same 
time as the banner is presented. 





Must a person be a high school graduate in 
order to take the Preliminary Course of the 
Evangelical Teacher Training Association?— 
H. Ss. 

E FEEL that the course can be bet- 

ter understood and appreciated by 
pupils who have Kad the benefit of high 
school training. We do not advise this 
requirement for those who have a record 
of teaching experience in the Sunday 
school. Teachers may find promising 
high school pupils in their adolescent 
classes whom they would desire to rec- 
ommend for this training. These pupils, 
however, should be in their junior or 
senior years. 





What qualifications outside of age should be 
— of a pupil before being promoted?— 
HERE the Six Point Record Sys- 
tem is used, we have an excellent 
plan of measurement of accomplish- 
ments, not only of instruction but of 
character training. The monthly rec- 
ords of the pupil should be kept, and 
at the end of the year a certificate of 
promotion awarded on the basis of the 
pupil’s grade. Unlike the public schools, 
pupils will have to be promoted in the 
Sunday school even when they fail to 
attain a specified grade. On the other 
hand, we can withhold the certificate of 
promotion and this will act as a disci- 
plinary measure. At the end of three 
years in a department the pupil who 
attains a passing grade should be 
awarded a diploma. Where teachers 
hold the certificate of the Association, 
diplomas can be secured from the Evan- 
gelical Teacher Training Association for 
this purpose.

Approach te the Lesson 


OTHING brings out more clearly 
the blessing of Pentecost than the 
contrast between the behavior and 

testimony of these two disciples before 
and after that stupendous event. Peter, 
who had been self-assertive and over- 
confident, yet vacillating and even cow- 
ardly in the hour of danger, became, 
when endued with the Holy Spirit, hum- 
ble, yet bold; firm, yet gracious; and was 
enabled to bear witness to the risen 
Christ in such power that multitudes 
were brought to Him. John, who would 
have called down fire from Heaven, on 
one occasion, to destroy those who were 
opposed to his Master (Luke 9:54), be- 


came the apostle of love, whose letters 
everflow with the tender compassion of 
Christ. Both men were born again be- 
fore the coming of the Spirit to usher 
in the new dispensation of the grace of 
God, but, in accordance with the promise 
given by the Lord, they received power 
for witnessing when the Comforter came 
to convince the world, through them, of 
sin, righteousness, and judgment. They 
became transformed, and men took 
knowledge of them that they had been 
with Jesus. His holiness was reflected 
in their lives. His love filled their hearts, 
and in His name they both wrought 
signs and wenders (Acts 4:30) and bore 
testimony to the fact that He who had 
died on the cross new lived to save all 
who trusted in His name. 


The same Holy Spirit who wrought 
so mightily in them abides in the Church 


collectively and indwells every believer 
individually. (Rom. 8:9). To be filled 
with the Spirit (Eph. 5:18) is to be so 
yielded to His control that He may work 
in and through us to the glory of Christ, 
whose true vicegerent He is, and whom 
He delights to honor. It has been well 
said that what is needed is not that we 


receive more of the Spirit, but that He 


should have more of us — that He might 
have the right of way im all our lives, 
that thus we might speak and act as 
under His control. 


The Historical Setting 


The Feast of Pentecost (called in Deut. 
16:10, the Feast of Weeks) took place 
fifty days after the Feast of Firstfruits, 
which was celebrated on the first day 
of the week following the Passover (Lev. 
23:15-17). This, therefore, was fifty days 
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after our Lord’s resurrection. The events 
depicted in our lesson all took place 
within a very short period after this 
great event, when the promised Com- 
forter came to endue Christ’s witnesses 
with power from on high. It was in 
the early part of the year A.D. 30. 


Verse by Verse 


Acts 2:37.—“They were pricked in their 
heart.” Peter’s message, given in brief 
in verses 14 to 36, had produced the con- 
viction in the hearts of many of the 
assembled Jews that they had been 
guilty of rejecting. their Messiah. In 
their deep exercise they asked, “What 
shall we do?” Was it still possible to 
obtain mercy of God after crucifying 
the Saviour He had sent to them? 


Verse 38.—“Repent, and be baptized 
... in the name of Jesus Christ for the 
remission of sins, and ye shall receive 
the gift of the Holy Ghost.” Repentance 
is a new attitude toward God and toward 
sin. This would find outward expres- 
sion in baptism, whereby they owned 
their allegiance to the One the nation 
had spurned. Thus confessing their faith 
in Him, they could be assured of the 
forgiveness of their sins and the Holy 
Spirit would be given to them, thereby 
separating them from the unbelieving 
nation and uniting them to the risen 
Christ. 

Verse 39.—‘The promise is unto you, 
and to your children.” That is, to all in 
Israel who would turn to,the Lord, “and 
to all that are afar off.” These were the 
Gentiles, who were strangers from the 
covenants of promise (Eph, 2:11-13), but 
for whom there was salvation through 
the risen Christ as well as for Israel, 
the Covenant People. 


Verse 40.—“Save yourselves from this 
untoward generation.” It was not: that 
they could save their own souls by any 
self-effort or by baptism; but through 
heeding and obeying the Word preached, 
they would deliver themselves from the 
apostate nation over which the judgment 
of God was hanging. 


Verse 41.—“They that ... received the 
word were baptized.” The word “gladly” 
is eliminated in the Revised Version, 
and for good reason. It is not found in 
the best manuscripts. It is not neces- 
sarily an evidence of the Spirit’s work- 
ing when people receive the Word joy- 
fully. The first work of the Spirit is to 
produce poignant conviction of sin. This 
had been evidenced. Now, in soberness, 
they were baptized—three thousand in 
all—and so, outwardly, added to the 
company of the disciples. 

Chap. 3:1.—*Peter and John went... 
into the temple at the hour of prayer.” 
The Temple was recognized still by be- 
lieving Jews as the House of God, how- 
ever the majority in Israel might have 
behaved. So in the early days of Chris- 
tianity it remained as the place where

believers gathered to meet with others 
in Israel who might be seeking the way 
of life. As time werit on, the separation 
became more marked, until, in the Epis- 
tle to the Hebrews, they were called 
definitely to go forth without the camp 
of Judaism unto Christ alone (Heb. 
13:12, 13). 


Verses 2, 3.—“A certain lame man... 
asked an alms.” God was working in 
miraculous power through His servants, 
and this lame man was to be the means 
of a marked demonstration of the activ- 
ity of the Spirit of the risen Christ. 


Verses 4, 5.—‘“Peter . . . said, Look on 
us. And he gave heed unto them.” It 
was not for self-glorification that Peter 
and John thus challenged the attention 
of the lame man, and thereby of those 
gathered about him; but they took this 
means of bringing before the people the 
power of the name of the Lord Jesus. 


Verse 6.—“In the name of Jesus Christ 
of Nazareth rise up and walk.” Peter 
pretended to no healing ability of his 
own. His object was to glorify his Lord. 
The name speaks of the Person. It was 
the One whom the Jews had refused, 
who was now living and active in grace, 
even as when He was here on earth. 


Verse 7.—“Immediately his feet and 
ankle bones received strength.” The 
name of Jesus was all-powerful. The 
erstwhile cripple was well and strong 
in an instant. 


Verse 8.—“‘He leaping up stood, and 
walked, and entered . . . into the temple, 
walking, and leaping, and praising God.” 
It is a graphic picture, as though painted 
by an eyewitness. One can actually see 
the healed man demonstrating his new 
power, as he first balanced himself on 
those formerly helpless legs, then took 
a few steps, and then in his gladness 
leaped and bounded along, rejoicing in 
the goodness of God who had shown 
such mercy to him, He became a liv- 
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ing text for a great sermon, as given ‘in 
verses 12 to 26. 


Chap. 4:13.—“When they saw the bold- 
ness of Peter and John ... they took 
knowledge of them, that they had been 
with Jesus.” As the leaders of the peo- 
ple, who were arrayed in direct opposi- 
tion to the new movement, saw the signs 
wrought and heard the clear, fearléss 
declarations of the apostles whom they 
knew were not men of the schools like 
themselves, they were amazed, and could 
not deny that these messengers had be- 
come transformed. They realized that 
they were of the same spirit and char- 
acter as Jesus, their Master. 


Verse 18.—“They . . . commanded them 
not to speak at all nor teach in the name 
of Jesus.” They might as well have tried 
to dam a falls like that of Niagara. Their 
puny efforts to silence the apostles could 
only result in failure. 


Verse 19.—‘*Whether it be right in the 
sight of God to hearken unto you more 
than unto God, judge ye.” The boldnéss 
of Peter here is in marked contrast to 
his cowardice in the. porch of Caiaphas’ 
house on the night of the betrayal and 
mock-judgment of Christ. He speaks as 
one who realizes his direct responsibility 
to God, and who is not to be turned aside 
by the commands of men, however 
prominent and powerful they may be. 


Verse 20—“We cannot but speak’ the 
things which we have seen and heard.” 
Knowing the reality of the great facts 
they were commissioned to proclaim,-the 
apostles spoke with assurance and de- 
termination, as men under the eye of 
God. 


Verse 21.—“All mien glorified God for 
that which was done.” The common 


people could not forget the miracle. 


wrought upon the lame man, and they 
took this as the Lord’s approval upon 
the ministry of Peter and John, against 
whose morals or behavior the rulers had 
found nothing for which to punish them. 


The Heart of the Lesson 


Christ had promised His disciples that 
if they believed, they should do even 
greater works than He had done — after 
He returned to the Father (John 14:12) 
and the Holy Spirit, the Comforter, came 
to abide with them forever (John 14:16). 
Pentecost was itself the first fulfillment 
of this, and, as the days went oni, the 
truth of the promise was demonstrated 
more and more, as scores, hundreds, and 
even thousands (Acts 4:4) turned to the 
Lord through the ministry of Peter and 
John and the other apostles. Mitacles 
were comparatively few, though they 
were wrought as occasion seemed to de- 
mand, but the greater works consisted 
in bringing the multitudes to repentance 
toward God and faith in the Lord Jesus 
Christ. In this mighty work Peter and 
John had, during the earlier years of 
Christian testimony, the first place, . -

The Connection of Baptism with For- 
giveness. It should be carefully noted 
that Peter did not preach either bap- 
tismal regeneration or the forgiveness 
of sins because of baptism. There is a 
sense in which baptism may be said to 
wash away sins, in that the one who thus 
confesses Christ is no longer looked 
at as in his former place or condition. 
In the government of God he is now 
separated from the former life. But 
actually the forgiveness is extended in 
the name of Jesus, whom God has made 
both Lord and Christ. 


Signs and Wonders. In the beginning 
of the new dispensation, God gave spe- 
cial miracles to authenticate the Gospel 
message as the apostles proclaimed the 
resurrection of the Lord Jesus. These 
largely ceased, as the changed lives of 
believers proved, even more than mirac- 
ulous healings and other signs could, 
that He who died lives again and dem- 
onstrates His power in remaking lost 
men and women. These are the most 
convincing proofs of the supernatural 
character of Christianity and of the fact 
that the Christ who died lives again 
and is able to save to the uttermost all 
who come unto God by Him. 


Applications and Summaries 


Peter and John could not have quali- 
fied as ministers according to the educa- 
tional standards of many churches today, 
but. they had what many cultured 
preachers lack—a personal knowledge 
of Christ and the direct enduement of 
the Holy Spirit. 

The ecclesiastical leaders of the post- 
Pent--ostal period would have silenced 
Peter and John, if they could, but they 
were unable to find any evil in their 
lives and were powerless to resist the 
message they spoke. 

On Perjecost, one sermon was the 
means the conversion of three thou- 
sand -ople. Nowadays, it sometimes 
takes three thousand sermons to convert 
one man. 

Two things are linked together in the 
early chapters of Acts: the name of the 
Lord Jesus and the power of the Holy 
Spirit. These should never be separated.

Bones of Peter’s Speech.—What shall 
we do? (Acts 2:37.) Conditions at the 
time the Christian church made its be- 
ginning in Palestine were just about as 
bad as they could be. Like the people 
of France and the Low Countries in 1940 
and 1941, they were a conquered nation, 
taxed to the last dollar that could be 
squeezed out of them. The country was 
policed by Roman soldiers, just as France 
and the Low Countries are policed by 
Germany. ‘ 


The common people always have to bear 
the burden of bad times. Here, in despair, 
the cry went up from the hearts, “What 
shall we do?” which was a combination 
of inquiry and despair. Peter told them 
what they should do—believe on the 
Lord Jesus Christ, and as he eloquently 
elaborated this good advice the Holy 
Spirit, being present, so touched the 
hearts of his hearers that about 3,000 of 
them, we are told, were added to the 
church that was just forming. 


The stirring speeches in our own Revo- 
lutionary period were pot made by the 
great ones at headquarters, but by men 
in the smaller places. Any schoolboy, 
up on United States history, can tell 
you who they aré. 


It was the same way in the war be- 
tween the States. Jt was a plain little 
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Quaker woman by the name of Lucretia 
Mott, and an unknown writer like Har- 
riet Beecher Stowe, who aroused the 
North. 

So as Peter told about the Lord Jesus 


_I am convinced he must have done so 


in words, voice, and manner tod stirring 
and thrilling for any human heart that 
had any tenderness at all to withstand. 


My Friend William Smith “The 
Crank.”—Such as I have give I thee (3: 
6). I can best illustrate this text by 
telling a little story. 

I have a friend, whom we shall call 
William Smith, because as I write that is 
his name. He lives in a town not far 
from Coatesville. You may not know 
Mr. Smith and may never have seen 
him; but if you had been, say, at the 
busiest corner in New York—at 42nd 
and Fifth Avenue—you might have 
seen above the crowd a banner about 
three feet long and eighteen or twenty 
inches wide, carried on the end of a 
pole. On each side of this white ban- 
ner there was lettered a Scripture text, 
or a picture. At other gatherings this 
banner might have been seen moving 
over the heads of the crowd and revolv- 
ing now and then as it moved along. 

At the lower end of this banner was 
my friend William Smith. The police 
were always very nice to him because 
what he was doing was perfectly harm- 
less, and if they mentioned him at all 
they said, “an old nut” or “an old crank,” 
or significantly tapped their heads. 

He attempted to parade with his ban- 
ner in the Grand Central Depot in New 
York City, through which at the close 
of the day great crowds poured., The 
railroad police drove him out of the 
great depot. 

Brother Smith did not know it, but 
years ago the president of that railroad 
got himself in bad with the public by 
crying, when the road was criticized, 
“The public be damned.” 

The other day in Coatesville there was 
a great crowd gathered and as I drove 
by- in my automobile I smiled to myself 
as I saw the banner moving along 
through the crowd, the bearer being en- 
tirely hidden. On this day on one side 
of the banner was a cartoon, which 
Friend Smith had found somewhere and 
had: gotten an artist to enlarge for him. 
It showed Satan dragging the victim’ 
across the picture into that place said 
to be paved with good resolutions. 

Now here is where our text comes in. 
Friend Smith called upon me and ex- 
plained his course of action. He said he 
wanted to do something for his Lord. 
He said, “I can’t teach; I can’t speak; I 
can’t preach, and I have little means; 
but I thought I might do a little some- 
thing by carrying a Gospel message or 
Gospel warning around where people 
would see it, and it might result in 
changing their whoie life and tying them 
up with Heaven. I know they say I am 
a.crank and say I am crazy, but. they 
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called my Master xa 
should I complain?” 

So, while the disciples could give heal- 
ing, Friend Smith could give direction. 

P.S.—William Smith, the Quaker ban- 
ner bearer, has had a fall, and is in the 
Coatesville hospital as I write in Janu- 
ary, 1043.

All of us have seen. wonderful changes 
in whole families for no other reason 
than because they have been with Jesus. 
No one can consort with the Lord Jesus 
without having something happen to 
him, and that something of a Most happy 
and pleasant sort.

R today’s lesson in the scrapbook, 
you need a picture of the lame man 
at the Beautiful Gate. If your Sunday 
school gets a picture roll and the small 
cards with the same pictures, you can 
use these small cards to paste in the 
scrapbook, rather than just sending them 
home-with the children.

Today we find Peter and John as 
leaders in the early Church. The Lord 
Jesus Christ had gone back to Heaven, 
and left the disciples to tell to all the 
world the story of salvation, and Peter 
had preached « great sermon, and thou- 
sands of people believed in the Lord, 
and so the Church was begun. All the 
disciples helped in it, but Peter and John 
seem to have been leaders. 

One day these two. friends were go- 
ing into the Temple to pray, and as they 
went to the Beautiful Gate of the Tem- 
ple, outside was a man who had been 
lame all his life, even when he was a 
tiny baby. Somebody brought him there 
and laid him down where he could beg 
from the people who went into the Tem- 
ple. As Peter and John came along, he 
called out to them, asking them for some 
money, as he had been doing for years. 

Peter looked at him, and said, “Look at

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us.” The man did it right away, for 
he thought Peter was going to give him 
money. But Peter said a strange thing 
to him, “I haven’t any silver or gold, 
but such as I have I give you. In the 
name of Jesus Christ of Nazareth, rise 
up and walk!” 

Peter took him by his right hand, and 
lifted him up, and his feet and ankle 
bones were strengthened, and he jumped 
up and walked, and went into the Tem- 
ple with them, leaping, walking, and 
praising God. Just think how you would 
feel if you had never walked, and in a 
mdéMment you were made able to walk 
and jump and run! 

O course a,crowd gathered around him. 
They’ had seen him every day at the gate 
of the Temple, helpless, a beggar. What 
had happened to him? They all wanted 
to know. So Peter began to talk to 
them and tell them about the Lord Jesus 
Christ, and he preached to them until 
the rulers of the Temple came and had 
John and him arrested, because they 
didn’t want to hear about Jesus, afid 
didn’t want the people to hear about 
Him. The officers took them to jail, and 
they were kept there over night. The 
next day the rulers let them go, telling 
them they must not preach any more. 
But Peter and John answered them that 
they had to speak of the things they had 
seen and heard. The officers threatened 
them, and let them go. 

But the people heard them gladly, and 
many more believed in the Lord Jesus 
Christ, and the Church grew, and the 
people met for prayer and praise. 

Peter and John were braver than they 
were when they fled and left the Lord 
Jesus in Gethsemane. What made them 
different? The Holy Spirit had come 
into their hearts, and made them bold 
for the Lord Jesus Christ. Are you 
afraid to say anything to your friends 
about the Lord Jesus? Many grownups 
are afraid, too. Then ask the Lord Jesus 
to give His Spirit charge of you, to be 
the Master of your life, so you will do 
what He wants you to do. Then you 
will not be afraid. If you believe in 
Jesus Christ, the Holy Spirit has come 
into your heart; but so often we just 
barely let Him in, and give Him no 
chance to do anything with us. The 
Lord Jesus Christ has sent the Holy 


Spirit to lead us and tell us what God — 


wants us to do. Shall we listen to Him?

EFORE the class session show the 
children a piece’ of ordinary iron. 


Let them observe that it has no power - 


to attract nails. Then call attention to 
the fact that you are placing the piece 
of iron in contact with a magnet and 
leaving it there for a time. 

After the opening exercises, take the 
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Lesson for May 9 


iron from the magnet and notice how 
it attracts the nails. What has made the 
difference? The iron has been with the 
magnet and the power of the magnet has 
gone into it. 

Christians receive power from the 
Lord, and in turn draw others to Him. 
Indicating Hole’s picture of Andrew in- 
troducing Peter to the Lord, mention 
how Andrew, as soon as he came in.con- 
tact with the Lord, brought Peter to 
Him. Recall the Golden Text for that 
lesson, which gives the Lord’s call to 
Peter and John to be with him so they 
could draw men for Him (Mark 1:17). 
For three years they had been with Him 
and listened to His teaching. They saw 
Him crucified and then living again, and 
finally returning to Heaven after giving 
them instructions to be His witnesses. 

One afternoon Peter and John were 
going to the Temple for prayer. By the 
Beautiful Gate of the Temple lay a crip- 
pled beggar asking for money. As Peter 
and John went by, he asked them for 
money. Both Peter and John looked 
carefully at him. Then Peter spoke, 
“Look at us.” The beggar looked closely 


at them, expecting to receive something’ 


from them. Peter went on: “I haven’t 
any money. But I'll give you what I 
have. In the name of Jesus Christ of 
Nazareth get up and walk.” Peter took 
hold of the cripple’s right hand and lifted 
him up. Immediately the man’s feet 
became strong. He jumped up, went 
into the Temple, walking, leaping, and 
praising God. 

Of course a crowd gathered, all filled 
with curiosity to know how this cripple 
could get up and travel around. Peter 
at once began to explain that he could 
not himself cure this man, but it was 
the Lord’s power. He urged them to 
repent of their sins’and believe in the 
Lord. About five thousand men became 
Christians that day. , But there were also 
men who did not want Peter and John 
to be telling about the Lord. So they put 
them in prison overnight. 

The next morning there was a kind of 
trial in which Peter had another oppor- 
tunity to tell how it was the name of 
Jesus Christ that made the man well, 
and that His name alone could save 
anyone. When the men saw how un- 
afraid these uneducated fishermen were, 
they were surprised. The only way they 
could explain it was “that they had been 
with Jesus.” And they were right in 
that. Being with the Lord had made 
them different. Like the power of the 
magnet in the piece of iron, so the power 
of the Lord in these ordinary men made 
them powerful. Peter and John were 
commanded to stop speaking about the 
Lord and were threatened with punish- 
ment if they continued to do so. But 
they asked the men whether they 
thought that God would approve obey- 
ing men or Himself. After being set 
free they went back to the rest of the 


disciples and prayed for courage to keep.

When you pray and 
read your Bible you are in company 
with the Lord Jesus Christ and you will 
receive His power if you read and pray 
sincerely. You are in contact with the 
Magnet. Will you let His “magnetism” 
go out through you to others?

How the Lesson is Taught This Week 


Beginning: ‘“‘Unlearned and ignorant 
men.” 


Discussion: What is true wisdom? 
Objective: Matthew 11:29. 











AY, fellows, the high priests and other 

Sanhedrin authorities looked upon 
Peter. and John as “unlearned and igno- 
rant men.” It was a term of contempt. 
When the two apostles were brought be- 
fore them on account of the excitement 
created in the Temple court by the heal- 
ing of the lame man at the Gate Beau- 
tiful, the main concern of these authori- 
ties was that the name of Jesus should 
not be preached. They had caused Him 
to be put to death and had hoped that 
would end the matter; but now His dis- 
ciples were continuing to proclaim His 
name, claiming that He had risen from 
the dead. However, they said, they were 
“unlearned and ignorant men” and 
doubtless would not get very far with 
it. It would be better policy to let them 
go, after threatening them and com- 
manding them “not to speak at all nor 
teach in the name of Jesus.” 

Now, as a matter of fact, Peter and 
John were not unlearned and ignorant 
men, except possibly in a purely com- 
parative academic sense. It was as 
though these high-ups, as university 
graduates, were looking upon the disci- 
ples as grammar school pupils. Perhaps 
that would be a very fair comparison, 
culturally. But Peter and John were far 
from being unlearned and ignorant in 
the profoundest and most vital of all 
wisdom —the wisdom that comes with 
the infilling of the Holy Spirit. They 
had that wisdom ‘with great power. And 
that is the secret of their boldness when 
in the Temple, and when haled before 
the high priest and his awesome court. 

We often hear it said that Jesus chose 
His twelve apostles from the lower walks 
of life,—from among uncultured men, 
—and that is true in some degree; but 
we should not get the idea that they were 
mere yokels, without aims or aspirations, 
and with nothing special to do but wait 
around for something to turn up. For 
the most part they were workingmen — 
hard workers earning their daily bread 
by sweat and toil; but they were men 
who had been taught by their fathers 


in the knowledge of God and of the 
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prophets. They were men of profound 
hopes and serious aspirations, living and 
working in the expectation of the com- 
ing of a promised Messiah. In a worldly 
sense they might have been classed 
among the “have nots,” but they were 
prepared for the possession of the great- 
est of all treasure and the wealth that 
remains through eternity. The verdict 
of the court, as given in our “Golden 
Text,” contradicts itself. “Now when 
they saw the boldness of Peter and John, 
and perceived that they were unlearned 
and ignorant men, they marvelled; and 
they took knowledge of them, that they 
had been with Jesus.” 

Unlearned and ignorant, if they were, 
they completely mystified and baffled 
their sophisticated judges. The miracle 
of the lame man, who stood before them 
as “Exhibit A,” made whole and happy;

the boldness of these men in the pres- 
ence of a court which was calculated to 
terrify an offender; and the something 
in their faces, their manner and bear- 
ing which bore the marks of the very 
presence and power of Almighty God! 
No- wonder those “whited sepulchres,” 
as Jesus had called them (Matt. 23:27), 
were stunned, and feared to do with 
Peter and John what they would like 
to do. 

Unlearned and ignorant? Look at the

erary gems, beautiful, simple, tender, 
yet packed with the love and wisdom 
of God—spiritual dynamite!

Unlearned 
and ignorant? Who would say it but 
the utterly foolish? 

Fellows, you may not have a univer- 
sity diploma; you may not be skillful 
and wise in the laboratories of science; 
you may not amass a fortune by shrewd 
business ability, nor rise to the top in 
a political career; but if you are a be- 
liever in the Lord Jesus Christ as your 
Saviour, and are willing to cast aside 
your nets and follow Him, you will have 
a life of power that will make its im- 
pact upon the world, and you will in- 
herit the riches of eternal glory.

While the grade of the Six Point Rec- 
ord System is sufficient for the annual 
certificate of promotion, it would be well 
to include supplementary memory work 
for the diploma. The superintendent of 
the department should be responsible 

“for dividing up. these extra require- 
ments so that they will be proportion- 
ately separated over the period during 
which the pupil is in the department. 
Pupils may recite these extra assign- 
ments individually to their teacher, or 
be excused from class and heard in an- 
other room by the secretary or the super- 
intendent. In one church all the supple- 
mentary work of the pupil is reported 
to a member of the Session who is des- 
ignated for this particular purpose, 





Should adolescent classes be composed of 
both young men and young women?—lI. H. 
E FIND it best to draw the line 
between the Intermediate and 
Senior departments, or junior and senior 
high school age. Separate classes for 
the sexes should be maintained in the 
Intermediate Department asin the Junior 
Department, and we should still observe 
the regulation limit of eight members 
to a class. Not only is a mixed class in 
the Senior and Young People’s depart- 
ments permissible, but iarger classes may 
now be found desirable. Naturally it 
is more difficult to find a successful 
teacher for a mixed class. While there 
may be many teachers who can care 
for eight pupils, there are comparatively 
few who can teach large classes well. 
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We can have larger classes and group 
sexes at an earlier age when we have 
better teachers. 





Is an educational director necessary?—V. R. 
E BELIEVE an educational director 
is far more important than an as- 

sistant pastor. If a church is financially 
able to provide a full-time worker in 
addition to the pastor, this should be 
an educational director. His or her re- 
sponsibility would be the much neg- 
lected teaching and training ministry of 
our children and adolescents.

T WILL be well in‘ introducing this 

week’s topic, “Family Adventures in 
Christian Living,” to our young people’s 
group to make sure that we give them 
the correct understanding of the word 
“adventure.” Of the five meanings 
given in Webster’s Dictionary all but 


“one carry some thought of chance, risk, 


jeopardy, or hazard. Surely Christian 
living in the home and family involves 
no chance or risk. On the other hand, 
the lack of Christian living in the home 
creates a real hazard. There is a sense, 
however, in which “adventure” may be 
thought of as “a remarkable experience.” 
As such, Christian living may be and 
should be a family adventure. 
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It goes without saying that the place 
to begin in Christian living in the home 
is with the husband and wife. Those 
of us who are too young, as yet, to be 
starting homes of our own are not too 
young to have firmly fixed in our hearts 
and minds the great principle that we 
cannot expect to have the kind of Chris- 
tian home that God has planned for each 
of us if we toy with the idea that the 
life partner we choose need not be a 
Christian. God’s command to us is, “Be 
ye not unequally yoked together with 
unbelievers” (2 Cor. 6:14). While mar- 
riage may seem far off to some of us, we 
need to understand that it very often has 
its root in the acquaintanceships and 
friendships we are now forming. if we 
form the right kind of friendships, — the 
kind of which the Lord Jesus can ap- 
prove,—it will not be difficult for us, 
when the time comes, to form that closer 
bond of life partnership with a believer. 


Our Scripture lesson reminds us that 
another step in Christian living in the 
family is that of the Christian training 
of children in the home (Eph. 6:4). . It 
is a sad commentary on our modern fam- 
ily life that much of the Christian in- 
struction of children, even in Christian 
homes, has been turned over to the 
church. and Sunday school. We may 
thank God that the church and Sunday 
school have endeavored, in some meas- 
ure, in the short time children are in 
their care, to give Christian training and 
instruction. But, as earnest Christians, 
we should look upon such training. as 
supplemental and not fundamental. The 
place for the most effective and intensive 
Christian training is at Mother or 
Father’s knee, and in the Christian love 
and discipline exercised by consecrated 
Christian parents in the home, 


Certainly one of the most important 
steps in Christian living in the home is 
the establishment and maintenance of 
the family altar. All sorts of reasons 
will present themselves as to why the 
family altar is not possible in these busy, 
hectic days in which we live. But its 
value will more than outweigh any in- 
convenience or sacrifice that is necessary 
to maintain it. It should be the place 
where children may hear Father and 
Mother’s voice lifted in prayer for the 
family needs. It should be the _ place 
where children themselves first learn to 
pray. It should be the place where God’s 
Word is read and reverenced. It should 
be the place where family disagreements 
and misunderstandings and differences 
may be laid before the Lord and may 
be reconciled and put away, before they 
have an opportunity to grow into bitter- 
ness and serious rifts in the family life. 
It should be the place where members 
of the family stand together with one 
another in prayer in times of trial and 
difficulty. 
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Still another step in Christian living 
in the family is that of attending church 
services together. There is a bond in 
worshiping in public together that many 
Christian families have missed in recent 
years, when it has often been the prac- 
tice for the family to scatter all over 
the church, even when all attend. Here 
is the opportunity for Christian parents 
to insist lovingly, but firmly, upon the 
church attendance of the whole family 
and thus train the children from the be- 
ginning in honoring God and partaking 
in the appointed means of grace.

One further worth-while step in 
Christian living in the family is to 
be found’ in family recreation. How 
often it is that each member of the 
family goes his or her own way in 
the matter of recreation. Father and 
Mother are too tired or too preoccupied 
with other things to share in the recrea- 
tion of the young folks, and before long 
the young folks are weaned away by 
other companionships which may or may 
not be wholesome. It will take unself- 
ishness, self-denial, and forbearance 
sometimes to enter into those wholesome 
recreations that the whole family can 
enjoy, but the dividends will infinitely 
outweigh the cost, and will prove to be 
an adventure, in that it will be a “re- 
markable experience” for each member 
of the family. The family that plays to- 
gether in recreations that do not dis- 
honor the Lord Jesus will seldom seri- 
ously disagree or be torn by dissension.
